NE of the best and most accurate in- 
O dications of the business trend for 
1940 will be registered in Dallas during 
he semi-annual Spring Market Season, 
January 22-February 10. 

At that time, several thousand retail 
nerchants from all sections of the South- 
vest and from many of the border states 
f the West, Middle West and Old South 
vill come to Dallas to buy their Spring 
tocks of merchandise. Their primary in- 
terest will be women’s apparel—shoes, 
rosiery, lingerie, dresses, hats, coats and 
.ccessories. Many of them, however, will 
ilso buy general merchandise—hardware, 
rouse furnishings, electrical appliances 
ind sporting goods—during their visits 
n the Dallas Market. 

Lawrence §. Pollock, newly - elected 
resident of the Dallas Manufacturers and 
Wholesalers Association, a division of the 
hamber of Commerce, voiced the belief 
f the Market that the Spring season will 
ontinue uninterrupted the business gains 
registered during the closing months of 
1939. He predicted that 1940 will be the 
yest business year the Southwest has seen 
ince 1937, and also that the decade just 
ntered will bring the Southwest the 
sreatest growth and prosperity in its his- 
ry. 


The year - to - year, season - to - season, 
sistent growth of the Dallas Market 
1s been based upon a number of highly 
ivorable factors, Mr. Pollock said. 


“First and foremost is the accessibility 
f the Dallas Market,” he explained.

the retailer needs, from baby dresses to 
evening gowns, from seeds and garden 
tools to house furnishings. 

“Still another important factor is the 
Market’s service facilities. Half the popu- 
lation of the entire Southwest is within 
the radius of first morning freight de- 
livery service from Dallas. Much of the 
remainder is within first afternoon deliv- 
ery service, and practically all of it is 
within second morning delivery service. 
Dallas’ nine main line railroads, three air- 
lines, one electric interurban system, and 
numerous bus and motor freight lines give 
it unexcelled transportation facilities. 

“Also, the retail merchants of the 
Southwest know Dallas as their friendly 
market. Dallas has grown as a manufac- 
turing and distributing center as the 
Southwest has grown in population and 
buying power. Now that the Southwest 
constitutes one-eighth of the national 
market, with one-seventh of the nation’s 
buying power, the Dallas Market ranks 
fourteenth in the nation in volume of 
wholesale business, fifth in volume as an 
apparel market, and even higher in a 
number of classifications. But with its 
growth, the Dallas Market has never lost 
touch with the retail merchants of the 
Southwest; it remains their friendly mar- 
ket.

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OVING through the offices of the 

U. S. War Department Corps of 
Engineers and the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture are reports recently com- 
pleted by the two Federal agencies after 
a year of intensive study—reports upon 
which the entire Southwest is staking 
much of its confidence in future growth 
and development. 


The reports, when combined in Wash- 
ington early this year, will give the most 
complete, the most graphic picture of an 
entire river watershed that has ever been 
obtained. Together, they will present the 
results of exhaustive surveys looking to- 
ward the scientific, economic improve- 
ment of the Trinity River watershed, in- 
cluding flood control, soil and water con- 
servation, navigation, reclamation, alle- 
viation of stream pollution, conservation 
of wild life, and storage of water for 
municipal, industrial and agricultural 
uses. 


John W. Carpenter of Dallas, for years 
one of the key leaders in the movement 
for the Trinity improvement program, 
president of the Trinity Improvement 
Association, voiced the confidence of his 
association that the reports of the army 
engineers and the Department of Agri- 
culture will be favorable. 

Impressive evidence of the unanimity 
with which the entire Southwest hopes 
for early completion of this far-reaching 
watershed program was furnished at the 
annual banquet of the Trinity Improve- 
ment Association in Dallas, at the Hotel 
Adolphus, in December. 


Nearly 1,400 men and women gather- 
ed at the dinner meeting. They came by 
the hundreds from Fort Worth. They 
came from every section of Texas, and

sive ever made of any river watershed,”

He added his firm conviction that the

ed the importance of the Intracoastal 
canal as a link in the nation’s system of 
inland waterways. The Trinity River, 
when made navigable, will be one of the 
most important feeder systems to the 
Intracoastal Canal, which in turn links 
with the Mississippi River and the entire 
inland waterways system. 


Senator Sheppard, who is chairman of 
the Senate military affairs committee, 
pointed out the close relationship between 
the Federal government’s rivers and har- 
bors improvements and national defense. 


“The experience of the World War of 
1914-18 taught us that river navigability 
is an extremely important element in in- 
dustrial mobilization,” Senator Sheppard 
said. “In time of need, much of the usual 
tonnage in business and trade may be di- 
verted to the river carriers, releasing cars 
and trucks for the speedy transportation 
of troops and the more necessary ma- 
terials of war. 


“In passing on the Trinity project the 
z0vernment engineers will consider not 
lone the direct savings in freight charges, 
xtensive as they are, carefully as they 
iave been ascertained. They will pass 
pon the projects from the standpoint of 
uch other important and far-reaching 
avigation benefits as the stimulation of 
griculture and trade, the expansion of 
idustry, the promotion of the inter- 
hange of products between sections 
itherto inaccessible to each other, as 
vell as flood control, soil conservation, 
‘revention of erosion, removal of pollu- 
ion, national defense, so that potential 
uublic benefits can be weighed against 
osts of improvement. The possibilities 
or the commercial, agricultural, finan- 
ial and general economic growth of the 
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Trinity basin, Fort Worth, Dallas and 
the rest of the Southwest with the help 
of water transportation are beyond cal- 
culation.” 


Senator Connally stressed the impor- 
tance of soil conservation, along with 
flood control and navigation, in the Trin- 
ity improvement plans. He said the re- 
ports on the Trinity watershed will guide 
and influence the Congress in enacting 
a national policy to utilize and conserve 
soil and water resources. 


“The Trinity River,” he said, ‘drains 
an area of 11,000,000 acres. Denuding 
much of this territory of trees and grass, 
and putting the land to the plow without 
adequate measures of conservation have 
resulted in wasteful and devastating ero- 
sion. 


“Fertility has been reduced. It has 
been estimated that the damage from 
floods in this area alone is $2,500,000 an- 
nually. 


“Our people have been aroused to the 
importance of soil and water conserva- 
tion. The government will gladly supply 
leadership and cooperation, but landown- 
ers, farmers and all others must lend 
their hearty cooperation too.” 


Representative Price Daniel of Liberty, 
Texas told how that city raised money 
to clear the Trinity of snags from Lib- 
erty to Galveston Bay, and how a nine- 
foot channel, 100 feet wide, is now being 
completed upriver to Liberty. This im- 
provement will make the Trinity navi- 
gable for the lower one-tenth of the en- 
tire distance from Galveston Bay to Fort 
Worth. 


Mr. Carter hailed the meeting itself 
as testimony to the universality and the 
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strength of the Southwest’s interest in 
the Trinity watershed program. 


There has been no public announce- 
ment on the progress of the War De- 
partment and Department of Agricul- 
ture survey reports since the December 
meeting. The army engineers’ report is 
understood to be in the New Orleans 
division office, where an exhaustive check 
is being made on its findings. The De- 
partment of Agriculture report is in 
Washington, where similar careful study 
is being made of it. After the two agen- 
cies complete their studies, the reports 
will be ready for coordination and sub- 
mission to the Congress. 





Federal Loans-Grants in 
Texas Total $375,177,515 


Loans and outright expenditures of the 
Federal Government in Texas during the 
1939 fiscal year which ended last June 
30, amounted to $375,177,515, according 
to a statement by B. Frank White, acting 
state director for the office of government 
reports. This compares with a total of 
$51,348,643 expended during the prior 
fiscal year of 1938. 


Loans totaled $121,874,007, and 
grants-in-aid and other expenditures 
amounted to $253,303,508. In addition, 
the Federal Housing Administration in- 
sured $47,570,026 worth of housing im- 
provement notes and mortgages in the 
state. The largest amount of loans, $58,- 
363,756, was made by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, and the greatest 
amount of direct expenditures, $95,661,- 
701, was disbursed by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration.

istration as president of the Dallas 
Chamber of Commerce has been hailed 
as one of the most successful in the or- 
ganization’s history, was reelected at the 
meeting of directors of the Chamber Fri- 
day, January 5. 

Along with Mr. Adoue, four other of- 
ficers of the Chamber were also reelected. 
They were First Vice President B. F. Mc- 
Lain, Second Vice President A. H. Bailey, 
Treasurer E. J. Gannon, Jr., and National 
Councilor George Waverley Briggs. 

B. B. Owen was elected third vice 
president to succeed Harry S. Moss, whose 
term as a director had expired, and who 
was ineligible to reelection under the 
Chamber’s constitution. 

The reelection of President Adoue and 
Vice Presidents McLain and Bailey and 
the election of Mr. Owen were recom- 
mended by the nominating committee, 
of which Nathan Adams was chairman.

Mr. Adams said, in presenting the nom- 
inations:

Mr. Adams moved the election of the 
committee’s nominees, and R. L. Thorn- 
ton seconded the motion. The voice vote 
was unanimous, with Director Paul Car- 
rington presiding. Ernest Tennant then 
moved the reelection of Mr. Gannon and 
Mr. Briggs. This vote was also unani- 
mous. 

Mr. Adoue is president of the National 
Bank of Commerce, president of the Dal- 
las Morris Plan Bank, and chairman of 
the board of the Baker Hotel of Dallas. 
He is a member of the City of Dallas 
Public Affairs Committee. He is a native 
Dallasite. 

Mr. McLain is president and general 
manager of the Hart Furniture Co. He is 
a director of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the U. S., president of the Dallas Re- 
tail Merchants Association, and past presi- 
dent of the Dallas, Texas and National 
Retail Furniture Associations.

Manpower 

Most important factor in the success 
of organization work is manpower—the 
human element. A Chamber of Com- 
merce needs not only the financial sup- 
port but the active interest of the men 
and women of its community.

Report on WORK

so good that the Chamber of Commerce 
of the U. S. plans to tell its members 
throughout America about them. 

Ben B. Lawshe, manager of the com-

955 New Payrolls 

Nine hundred and fifty-five new pay- 
rolls were brought to Dallas in 1939, the 
industrial department of the Chamber 
reported at year’s end. Manager Clyde 
Wallis of the industrial department furn- 
ished the following breakdown on 955 
new concerns that came to Dallas last

Adopting the theory that there could 
be no more potent sales argument for 
Dallas as an oil center than the evidence 
of the number of units of the industry 
already located here, Industrial Manager 
Clyde Wallis lets the directory speak for 
itself. The book contains general infor- 
mation about Dallas, however, and also 
a number of general photographs show- 
ing homes, schools, amusements, sports 
and cultural attractions of the city. 

Ten thousand copies of Dallas: Oi 
Center will be mailed to a carefully pre- 
pared list of the outstanding oil com 
panies, supply companies, independen 
operators and other units of the industry 
throughout the United States.

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ALLAS provides, in greater degree 

than any other city, a combination 
of facilities and advantages that is bring- 
ing a steady flow of producing and equip- 
ment companies to the city for the 
establishment of permanent executive 
headquarters. Below is a brief summary 
of what Dallas has to offer the industry: 


Central Location: Southwest Business, 
in its December issue, published a map 
showing oil and gas fields of Texas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, Louisiana and New 
Mexico. These fields account for better 
than 70 per cent of the crude oil pro- 
duction of the United States and repre- 
sent the greatest concentration of 
petroleum and natural gas resources in the 
world. The strategic location of Dallas 
with respect to all of these fields is ob- 
vious. Every important oil center is 
accessible overnight from Dallas, and 
freight shipments reach the most remote 
fields in not more than two days and a 
majority overnight. 

Known petroleum reserves are distrib- 
uted over the Southwest roughly in rela- 
tion to producing areas, insuring the 
permanency of Dallas as headquarters for 
companies operating in the active fields. 

The nature of the petroleum industry 
is such that there is a constant shifting 
of activity from one region to another 
because of new discoveries. It seldom hap- 
pens, however, that the main sphere of 
action goes beyond the boundaries of the 
four states—Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and Louisiana. This means, of course, that 
companies with headquarters in Dallas are 
within easy reach of the fields now pro- 
ducing most of the nation’s petroleum, 
and that future discoveries are likely to 
be readily accessible from Dallas. 


Because of its central location, Dallas 
offers oil producing and supply companies 
many economies of operation with the 
establishment of general offices here. Dis- 
tance is the all-important factor in time 
spent in traveling, in traveling expenses, 
in freight charges, and in communication 
expenses between headquarters and field 
operations. 


On the map in the December issue of 
Southwest Business were shown 148 cities 
and towns that are important in the oil 
industry. In them are located offices and 
field operations of the producing and 
equipment concerns that are active in the 
Southwest. 


The central location of Dallas gives it 
a distinct advantage in serving these 
points as compared with such cities as 
Houston and Tulsa, less centrally located 
with respect to this greatest oil region in

the world. For example, the average dis- 
tance by highway from Dallas to all of 
these 148 points is 261 miles, from Hous- 
ton 364 miles, and from Tulsa 418 miles. 
This represents a saving in time in favor 
of Dallas over Houston of 40 per cent 
and in favor of Dallas over Tulsa of 60 
per cent. 


Since the cost of travel and the cost of 
telegraph and telephone charges are de- 
termined by distance, there is a similar 
saving in favor of Dallas over these less 
centrally located cities in these important 
expense items. 


Central location also makes it possible 
to supervise operations in any part of the 
Southwest effectively from Dallas, making 
it unnecessary to maintain branch offices 
that are needed in many instances where 
executive offices are not centrally located. 
Thus, oil companies in Dallas save a great 
deal of administrative expense that would 
not be possible if they were less centraily 
located and had to maintain branch of- 
fices in the more active areas because of 
their distance from headquarters. 


Companies that move to Dallas know 
their location is permanent because no 
matter where the next important dis- 
covery may be made it will in all prob- 
ability be in one of the Southwestern 
states and therefore easily accessible from 
Dallas. Thus they are not compelled to 
move their general offices from time to 
time to keep up with developments in 
the industry. They feel free to make 
favorable long-term leases or erect their 
own buildings and their employees pur- 
chase homes with the assurance that they 
are permanently situated. 


Companies that have in the past fol- 
lowed the policy of moving to the Gulf 
Coast region when there was activity in 
that section, to Oklahoma when the ac- 
tivity shifted to that scene, to West 
Texas when a discovery of importance 
was reported there, have found such 
moves to be expensive to themselves and 
disastrous to their personnel. A company 
that thus tries to follow developments 
always finds itself in the position of going 
into a city with an oil boom, requiring 
the payment of maximum prices for of- 
fice accommodations and housing for per- 
sonnel. When the action is over and the 
scene shifts to another location they find 
it necessary to move when everyone else 
is moving, which means that there is no 
market for any properties they or their 
employees may have acquired. Thus there 
is a tremendous loss to the company and 
to its personnel in this policy. 


Oil companies that locate their general

offices in Dallas do not encounter any of 
the difficulties that are involved in chang- 
ing location with every new development 
in the industry. Dallas is far enough away 
from the oil fields to escape boom con- 
ditions in real estate that follow the dis- 
covery of oil and there has been no violent 
fluctuation of real estates prices or rentals. 
The city has a many-sided economic 
structure and there have been many con- 
tributing factors, all sound and stable, 
that have brought about its tremendous 
growth. Dallas has grown at a normal, 
steady rate over a period of years, in- 
suring stable real estate values, so that 
companies may buy or erect buildings 
and employees may acquire homes at fair 
and normal prices and be protected in 
their investments. 

Dallas has the lowest ad valorem tax 
rate of any major city in the Southwest. 
The Detroit Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search recently made a study of taxes in 
the principal cities of the United States, 
reducing all property taxes, city, school, 
county and state, to a common denomi- 
nator as a basis of comparison. The re- 
port published by the Bureau shows the 
following net tax rates per $1,000 valu- 
ation (on a common denominator basis 
of assessment) in the cities listed:

Houston 23:53 
San Antonio 23.56 
Fort Worth 26.02 
Tulsa 33.18 


Corporation taxes are fair and equitable 
in Texas, and lower than in a great many 
states. There is no state income tax in 
Texas and no general sales tax. Becausc

of community property laws in Texas, 
individuals in the higher income brackets 
effect substantial savings in their federal 
income taxes by filing separate returns 
for husband and wife, action that is not 
permitted in states that do not have a 
community property law. 


Dallas offers to manufacturers and dis- 
tributors of oil field equipment and sup- 
plies all of the advantages enumerated 
plus substantial savings in time of de- 
livery and distribution costs. To the 148 
principal oil field points there is an aver- 
age saving from Dallas as compared with 
Houston of 16 per cent in freight charges 
and 28 per cent as compared with Tulsa. 
Because of its central location, and be- 
cause of the highly efficient transporta- 
tion system that Dallas has built up in 
serving all parts of the Southwest, there 
is an average saving of from 12 to 18 
hours on deliveries from Dallas as com- 
pared with competing cities in this sec- 
tion. Supply companies may therefore 
establish manufacturing or distribution 
facilities in Dallas and get maximum 
benefits from its central location.

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Dallas Builds 52 Miles 
Of New Homes in 1939 


| mcrae a new street twenty-six 
miles long, completely filled on both 
sides with new homes. 

That is Dallas’ 1939 residential con- 
struction record. Three thousand, nine 
hundred and fifty-one new residential 
units constructed in one city in a single 
year! 

If each unit had been placed on a 
sixty-foot front lot, allowing a fifty- 
foot street intersection at the end of 
every standard city block, the new homes 
built in Dallas last year would have com- 
pletely lined one side of U. S. Highway 
75 from Dallas to Corsicana. 


These statements are based on the re- 
port of the Dallas Power and Light Co., 
whose records show that 3,310 single- 
family residences were completed and 
started taking electric service during 
1939, plus 641 one-family units in apart- 
ment buildings, a total equivalent of 
3,951 single family residential units for 
the year. 

Further, the report showed a total 
equivalent of 623 single-family units ac- 
tually under construction in Dallas on 
December 31, 1939. This total was made 


up of 513 single-family residences, 27 
duplex apartment houses, two four-apart- 
ment buildings, two  eight-apartment 
buildings, two ten-apartment buildings, 
and one twelve-apartment building. 

Instead of being concentrated on a 
single street twenty-six miles long, the 
new homes built in Dallas during 1939 
were distributed over every section of 
Greater Dallas. 

The total of 3,951 units built during 
the year marked 1939 as one of the great- 
est—if not the greatest—residential con- 
struction periods in Dallas’ history, and 
was eloquent proof of the city’s great 
growth. 





While slumping more than a third from 
the $10,541,263 total of October, build- 
ing permits in 35 Texas cities for Novem- 
ber surpassed the November, 1938, figure 
by 3.7 per cent, the University of Texas 
Bureau of Business Research has an- 


nounced. 
Permits for last month totaled $6,- 


654,156 in the 35 cities.
